Examiner's Amendment

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Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
of record fail to teach a switched capacitor circuit that comprises inter alia a capacitor 
having a first plate and a second plate; a first voltage reference module that provides a 
first reference voltage; a second voltage reference module that provides a second 
reference voltage; a first switching element that couples an input signal to the first plate 
during a first interval; a second switching element that. couples the first plate to the 
second reference voltage during a second interval; a third switching element that 
couples the second plate to the first reference voltage to build a representative charge 
of the input signal across the capacitor during the first interval; and, a fourth switching 
element that provides a charge transfer from the second plate during the second 
interval.
